Yo ung Russian Officer and 


Three J ackies To rpedo 


Warships. 


Tbe Russian Cushing Gets Away 


Safely and is Giv en a 


Great Receptio n. 


Liao Yang, May 14.—(Delay ed In 
transmissio n.) — The 
Russian 
fleet 
•co red its first distinct nav al success 
o f the war o n May 10 by the to rpedo ­ 
ing and crippling, tho ugh no t sinking, 
o f an armo red J apanese cruiser In 
Talienwan bay . 
The Russian attack 
was carefully planned o n May 19 while 
the J apanese squadro n was co ncentrat­ 
ed o utside Dalny , dev o ting its who le 
attentio n to Talienwan bay , and was 
carried o ut the same night. 
The attacking fo rce was no t a regu­ 
lar to rpedo bo at, but was o nly a small 
naphtha launch in co mmand o f a y o ung 
nav al o fficer who had with him three 
jackies. The launch mo unted a small 
machine gun and carried three to rpe­ 
do es. 
When darkness fell the launch crept 
o ut o f Po rt Arthur, hugging the sho re 
with no lights abo ard and no glo w 
fro m the engines to betray her pres­ 
ence. It was late when she gained the 
euter line fro m the J apanese squad­ 
ro n. 
Slipping thro ugh the to rpedo 
bo at pickets and selecting the nearest 
warship, a big armo red cruiser, she 
sto le to ward her and succeeded in ex ­ 
plo ding against her side a single to r­ 
pedo . 
A deafening ro ar fo llo wed the 
ex plo sio n which echo ed far asho re 
Immediately 
flames 
env elo ped 
the 
cruiser, which ev idently wae badly 
crippled. 
The crew o f the cruiser was seen 
to be flghting the Are, which they at 
last succeeded in ex tinguishing. 
A 
sister ship to o k the damaged v essel 
In to w and disappeared to the so uth­ 
east. The launch escaped the ho t Are 
directed against her by the J apanese 
ships, but being unable to return to 
Po rt Arthur o r to get into Dalx y , she 
was beached no t far fro m Dalny . 
Only a few o f the higher o fficers 
were aware o f the plan, the success o f 
which depended upo n secrecy . 
The 
achiev ement raised the spirits o f the 
Russians aflo at and asho re, and the 
y o ung nav al o fficer who was the hero 
o f the ex plo it was feted and reco m­ 
mended fo r the cro ss o f St. Geo rge. 
The Russians o n May 11, apprehend­ 
ing that the presence o f a J apanese 
squadro n meant an attempt to capture 
Dalny blew up the piers and quietly 
ev acuated the place. 
Two tho usand J apanese hav e re-o o - 
cupied he ro ad to Sanchilipu, again 
cutting o ff Po rt Arthur. 
A stro ng 
fo rce is adv ancing against Po landien. 


AT PORT ARTHUR 


Kentucky Miners by Referendum Vo te 
SO Declare. 
Lo uisv ille, Ky ., May 16.—A referen­ 
dum v o te o f the unio ns co nstituting 
western district o f Kentucky , United 
Mine Wo rkers o f America, 
o n the 
questio n o f o rdering a strike at all the 
co al mines in the district, ended Sun­ 
day . Altho ugh the result has no t been 
o fficially anno unced, it is understo o d 
that the miners by a heav y majo rity 
v o ted in fav o r o f leav ing the settle­ 
ment o f their tro ubles with the o pera­ 
to rs in the hands o f the ex ecutiv e co m­ 
mittee. As the ex ecutiv e co mmittee is 
kno w to fav o r the acceptance o f the 
4% per cent cut agreed o n by the o p­ 
erato rs. the strike which has been re­ 
garded as imminent since the first o f 
April 1 has undo ubtedly beuu av erted. 


Co mmunicatio n Has No t Been Who lly 
Cut Off. 
St. Petersburg, May 16.—The em­ 
pero r has receiv ed the fo llo wing repo rt 
fro m Vicero y Alex ieff dated May 14: 
“ I beg respectfully to co mmunicate to 
y o ur majesty a repo rt fro m Rear Ad­ 
miral Wittso eft, o n the state o f affairs 
at Po rt Arthur fro m May 6 to May 12. 
The repo rt was bro ught by ex press 
runner fro m Dao hichao statio n o n the 
ev e o f the seco nd interruptio n o f co m­ 
municatio ns by the enemy . It fo llo ws: 
“ ‘The enemy ’s squadro n, co mpo sed 
o f iro nclads, cruisers and 
to rpedo 
bo ats, appeared o ff Po rt Arthur May S 
and co ntinues to blo ckade witho ut un­ 
dertaking activ e o peratio ns. 
" ‘The wo rk o f repairing the iro n­ 
clads Czarev itch and Retv izan is pro ­ 
ceeding with unabated energy and 
with ev ery success. 
“ 'During an ex aminatio n o f the 
ro adstead and fairway at the spo t 
where the battleehlp Po bieda was dam­ 
aged by a mine we fo und o ne o f the 
enemy ’s defense mines which had been 
ex plo ded by the fo rce o f the hurri­ 
cane.' ”

The q uarrel was renewed, but noth­ 
ing is known of its details except that 
Bourne shot Ford and that the latter 
died about fifteen minutes later, the 
bullet hav ing taken effect near his 
heart. 
Bourne also is a young man and is 
unmarried. 
He is prosperous in busi­ 
ness and has borne a good reputation. 
He telegraphed to the sheriff here the 
result of the q uarrel and said he would 
come in on the first train to giv e him­ 
self up. 
This he did, arriv ing soon 
after. 
He will say nothing about the 
trouble except that he fired In self- 
defense. He will be giv en an exam ina­ 
tion this week, and in the m eantim e is 
in Jail here without bond.
